You  can  promise  to  make  the  following 
changes:  to  take  one  or  more  persons  out  of  a  group;  to  put 
two  separate  pictures  together  on  the  same  card;  to  remove 
hat,  to  open  the  eyes  of  a  corpse  picture,  to  make  full  length 
pictures  bust;  to  remove  objectionable  features  of  background; 
to  work  out  spots  and  blemishes  that  appear  on  small  pictures 
and  to  make  any  reasonable  change  that  does  not  affect  the 
likeness,  but  always  remind  your  customer  that  ANY  CHANGE 
TENDS  TO  AFFECT  AND  TO  MAR  THE  LIKENESS. 

SUPPLIES 

We  cheerfully  furnish  ordering  envelopes  for  enclosing 
pictures  to  us,  and  all  that  is  necessary  is  to  ask  for  them  when 
wanted.     We  also  furnish  free  order  blanks,  receipts  to  give

customers,  and  if  desired,  envelopes  addressed  to  ourselves. 
Each  picture  should  be  enclosed  in  an  ordering  envelope  with  in- 
structions on  outside  of  same  as  to  just  what  is  wanted.  Many 
delays  can  be  avoided  by  giving  full  instructions. 

GLASS  PICTURES 

We  get  a  great  many  original  pictures  that  have  been 
mounted  on  glass.  Glass  breaks  easily,  and  unless  carefully 
packed  these  glass  originals  are  broken  when  they  get  here. 
The  moral  is  PACK  CAREFULLY  and  never  send  a  glass  pic- 
ture by  mail.  No  glass  can  withstand  the  strain  of  being  hooked 
by  a  crane  on  a  mail  train  moving  forty  or  fifty  miles  an  hour. 

TWO  METHODS  OF  SELLING 

One  method  is  to  offer  a  16x20  Crayon  at  $L98,  Tinted  at 
$2.48  and  Water  Color  at  $2.98  without  frame.  Say  nothing 
about  the  frame  at  the  time  of  taking  the  order,  but  when  you 
go  to  deliver  show  the  picture  in  a  nice  frame  and  endeavor  to 
make  a  sale.  This  is  a  very  successful  method  and  is  used  by  a 
large  number  of  salesmen.  The  other  plan,  is  to  offer  your 
Crayon  framed  in  any  one  of  two  or  three  patterns  at  say, 
$3.50  and  your  Water  Color  similarly  framed  up  at  $4.50. 
This  makes  a  reasonable  price  for  the  work  and  yet  gives  you  a 
good  profit. 

Some  are  successful  at  one  plan,  some  at  the  other.  The 
first  plan  makes  the  canvassing  a  little  easier  and  the  delivery 
a  little  harder,  but  salesmen  should  adopt  one  plan  or  the  other, 
but  not  both  as  the  two  do  not  mix  well. 

A  FEW  QUESTIONS  ANSWERED.— Here  are  answers 
to  a  series  of  questions  that  are  asked  thousands  of  times  in 
letters  and  which  we  cheerfully  reply  to  in  individual  cases, 
but  which  may  be  answered  here  for  the  advantage  of  all  in- 
terested. 

Q:  "Do  you  pay  freight?"  A:  No,  we  do  not.  We  de- 
liver all  goods  to  the  transportation  company  F.  0.  B.  Hunt- 
ington, W.  Va.,  and  customer  pays  charges  when  they  come 
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to  his  depot,  unless  some  other  special  arrangement  has  Ijeen 
made. 

Q:  "Will  you  send  me  the  work  and  let  me  deliver  it  and 
then  pay  for  it?"  A:  Ordinarily  we  do  not  do  this.  All 
orders  are  sent  with  charges  C.  0.  D.  at  depot,  unless  paid  for 
in  advance  or  unless  some  arrangement  has  been  made  for 
credit  accommodations.  We  can  accept  a  letter  of  credit 
properly  signed,  and  with  this,  send  goods  out  to  be  paid  after 
they  are  delivered. 

3.  "How  long  does  it  take  you  to  make  up  the  order?" 
A:  In  general  about  two  weeks  after  the  order  reaches  us. 
Sometimes  we  can  push  a  hun-y  order  out  in  a  week,  sometimes 
when  things  are  crowding  or  when  accidents  occur  it  may  take 
us  three  weeks  on  an  order.  The  size  of  the  order  makes  little 
difference  in  the  matter  of  time. 

Often  orders  are  delayed  by  additional  pictures  being  sent 
in  to  add  to  the  order.  It  takes  as  long  to  make  up  the  additions 
to  the  order  as  the  original  order,  and  sufficient  time  should 
be  allowed  for  any  additions  sent  to  any  order. 

4.  "Do  you  return  the  small  picture  safely?"  A:  Yes, 
always.  It  is  the  unvarying  rule  of  the  house  to  return  the 
small  picture  at  the  same  time  enlargement  is  sent,  and  the 
picture  is  never  damaged  while  it  is  here. 

5.  "Do  you  make  corpse  pictures?"  Yes:  We  make 
them  as  good  as  can  be  made  by  any  one  anywhere.  We  never 
guarantee  a  corpse  picture,  but  will  do  the  very  best  work 
we  can  on  the  portrait  to  make  it  satisfactory. 

6.  "Do  you  frame  all  your  pictures?"  A:  No.  We 
wish  that  we  did.  We  frame  them  if  so  ordered,  but  we  send 
them  unframed  if  frames  are  not  plainly  ordered.  We  will 
cheerfully  send  our  frame  catalogue  to  any  one  desiring  it. 

7.  "How  is  it  that in makes  a  crayon  cheaper 

than  you?"  A:  You  usually  get  just  what  you  pay  for,  no 
more,  no  less.  We  make  a  better  crayon  than  the  other  man 
and  have  to  charge  a  little  more  for  it.     It  is  worth  the  money. 

8.  "Do  you  ship  out  pictures  subject  to  examination  at 
the  express  office?"     A:     We  do  not.    An  express  office  is  not 
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the  place  in  which  to  properly  pass  on  the  merits  of  a  portrait. 
We  guarantee  to  make  any  picture  over  if  it  is  unsatisfactory, 
so  customer  runs  no  risk  whatever  in  taking  the  work  and 
examining  it  at  his  home,  office  or  studio. 

9.  "Do  you  teach  pastel  and  crayon  work?"     A:     NO. 

10.  "Are  pastel  and  water  color  the  same?"  A:  Com- 
mercially, yes,  but  in  reality,  no.  Pastel  is  put  on  with  dry 
chalky  substance  and  rubs  off  easily.  Water  colors  are  put  on 
liquid.  In  actual  work  we  use  a  combination  of  the  two,  thus 
getting  a  good  effect  and  yet  making  a  picture  that  does  not 
rub  off  easily. 

11.  "Do  you  sell  fancy  pictures?"  A:  Yes,  we  have 
thousands  of  them,  including  marriage  certificates,  memorials, 
family  records,  scenery,  photo  colors,  religious  subjects  and 
everything  else  used  by  picture  men,  all  16x20,  and  can  furnish 
these.  If  they  are  used  in  connection  with  the  portrait  business 
they  ought  to  be  only  secondary.  Make  portraits  the  first 
thing  always,  and  then  sell  fancy  pictures  when  done  with 
enlargements. 

12.  "Do  you  ship  frames  by  express?"  A:  No,  unless 
specially  ordered  that  way,  as  the  weight  is  so  great  the  express 
charges  are  too  heavy.  To  save  time,  frames  are  often  shipped 
by  freight  and  the  portraits  by  express.  When  computed  this 
saves  time,  r.s  frames  can  be  in  transit  while  portraits  are  being 
made. 

METHODS  OF  SHIPPING  PORTRAITS 

On  accout  of  the  Parcel  Post  regulations,  many  cus- 
tomers are  having  Portraits  sent  by  Mail.  Any  Postmaster 
can  advise  you  the  amount  of  postage,  if  estimate  of  the  weight 
is  given  him. 

Packages  forwarded  by  Parcels  Post  must  not  contain  any 
writing,  therefore  for  this  reason  order  envelopes  or  write-ups 
will  not  be  returned  with  the  original  pictures.  Descriptions 
or  directions  must  not  be  written  on  back  of  the  original  pic- 
tures.

A  mailable  parcel  on  which  the  postage  is  fully  prepaid 
may  be  insured  against  loss  in  an  amount  equivalent  to  its 
actual  value,  but  not  to  exceed  $50,  on  payment  of  a  fee  of 
10  cents  in  parcel  post  stamps,  such  stamps  to  be  affixed  on 
mailing  goods.  Customers  desiring  packages  insured  must 
provide  in  advance  the  necessary  fee  and  so  state  in  the  order 
that  the  package  MUST  BE  INSURED. 

In  case  sufficient  postage  is  not  sent  us  with  the  order,  we 
would  understand  customer  wished  the  goods  sent  by  EX- 
PRESS to  the  nearest  Express  office. 
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EXPRESS 

Express  rates  have  been  reduced  so  much  recently, that 
most  customers  prefer  Express  shipments  because  it  is  safe, 
and  in  case  of  loss,  a  Claim  maj^  be  collected.  The  method  of 
tracing  Express  lost  packages,  has  many  advantages. 

A  WORD  ABOUT  FRAMES 

A  well  manufactured  article  appeals  to  both  the  expert 
eye  and  the  casual  observer.  A  well  made  picture  frame — 
nicely  finished,  whether  classed  among  the  "high  priced" 
better  made  patterns  or  not,  is  something  to  be  appreciated 

Mr.  Customer,  have  you  caught  that  new  word  "classy"? 
If  you  have,  then  you  are  better  able  to  appreciate  our  frames. 
We  are  manufacturers  of  portrait  frames  of  the  better  class  and 
the  most  up-to-date  styles.
